Siuce the heailng up of the reported 
breach between him and Brigham Young, 
he has been writing things for publi- 
cation to tickle the public eye, just as 
though the two leading Saints—the 
President of the church and the Presi- 
dcut of the Twelve—had never a diff- 
erence between them. He may be said 
to be doing “works worthy of penance.” 
His two last effusions have not by any 
means established the conviction in our 
tind, that there is any marked ability 
about them Our readers will remem- 
her we gave them one of these produc- 
tions a short time since, in full. The 
other is published in the Deseret News 
of September 3d. and ts entitled by the 
author “Are the Mormons or Saints in 
the right place at the right time?” and 
proceeds to answer the question in the 
afirmative, in a way, probably, cntirely 
satisfactory to himself. 


He makes no account of those “Mor- 

mons or Saints’ in Europe or America, 
outside of Utah; so, his gratulations 
may very properly be considered as not 
applying to them, us being “in the right 
No!
